fA. P. DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—At_ the 
opening of the session of the Senate 
today, Mr. Turley of Tennessee re- 
ported from the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections a resolution on the 


“That the Hon. Matthew S. Quay is 
not entitled to take his seat in this 


@ report in their support. 

The majority report, opposing the 
seating of Mr. Quay was signed by 
Senators Caffery, Pettus, Turley, Har- 
ris and Burrows, the last named being 
the only Republican signing it. The 
minority report bears the signatures 
of Senators Hoar, Chandler, Pritchard 
and McComas, all Republicans. 

The majority report first reviews the 
circumstances under which Mr. Quay’'s 
appointment was made, including the 
failure of the Pennsylvania lLegisia- 
ture to elect a Senator. It then says: 

- “After « vacancy in the. office of 


not fill it, it continues to exist 
lt is the same Vacancy, Sot a new one. 
Now the .State Executive is given 
power to make a temporary appoint- 
ment in case of vacancy, not as iong 
as it continues or exists, but only until 
the next meeting of the Legislature, 
which is then required to fill the vea- 
cancy. This clearly means that the 
paramount intention to have the Leg- 
islature choose the Senators is to pre- 
vail, and that, whenever the Legisia- 
ture has had the opportunity to fill 


the vacancy, either before or after it 


occurs, the Executive has no power to 
anpoint. And when we take the phrase 
‘If vacancies happen by resignation or 
otherwise, during the recess of the Leg- 
islature of any State,’ if we concede 
that the general word ‘otherwise’ is 
not qualified nor limited by the spe- 
cific word ‘resignation,’ and that it 
includes vacancies which are caused 
by eMux of time and which can be 
foreseen, as well as vacanciés which 
are caused by a casualty or the hap- 
penings of an unexpected event and 
which cannot be foreseen, still it must 
be construed and defined with refer- 
ence to the balance of the phrase so 
as to give effect to all its parts, and it 
thus results that the vacancy, no mat- 
ter how it is produced, must happen, 
take place or begin during a recess of 
the Legislature; and this of itself 
would be decisive against Mr. Quay's 
claim.” 

Continuing, the report says: 

“Thus construed, the clause of the 
Constitution affords every facility for 
keeping the Senate filled with Sen- 
ators who are the real representatives 
of their respective States. A Senator 
who is chosen by the Legislature of 
his State is likely to be the choice of 
the majority of the citizens of his 
State. A Senator who is appointed by 
an executive is frequently only the per- 
sonal or political favorite of the execu- 
tive. The Legislature, as it construes 
the clause, chooses the Senator in the 
first instance. If he declines to s«rve or 
dies before he is inducted into cffice. 
or if, after qualifying he dies, 1csigne, 
or is expelled, the executive may 
make a temporary appointment urtil 
the Legislature meets again, or, if. 
owing to changes in State “onstitu- 
tions, the Legislature, which is author- 
ized to fill the term at its commence- 
ment, cannot meet until after the 
term commences, the executive can 
also make a temporary appointment. 

“Every contingency iz thus provided 
for except the sole contingency that 
the Legislature will fail to perform its 
sworn duty. Against a cotingency of 
this kind, the framers of the “onsti- 
tution did not intend to orovide.” 

After discussing at length the cir- 
cumstances under which the Consti- 
tution wee framed, the majority an- 
nounced its conclusion as follows: 

“We think the framers of the Con- 
stitution never contemplated nor in- 
tended to provide for a case where a 
State, by its own deliberate act, should 
deprive its Legislature of the power 
to fill an entire term at its beginning. 
In our opinion, they never intended to 
give the executive of a State the power 
to fll an entire term by original ap- 
pointment, unless possibly in a case 
where the Legislature had chosen and 
the person elected had refused to ac- 
cept or decided before qualification. In 
other words, we concluded that the 
power of appointment was not to be 
exercised. unless the vacancy occurred 
in the recess of the Legislature, and 
was occasioned by some casualty like 
death or resignation.” 

The report then quotes numerous 
precedents *beginning with that of

It rhows, 
further, that for seventy-five years the 
Senate has refused to recognize the 
right of a State executive to make a 
temporary appointment, even where 
the vacancy happened or occurred (dur- 
ing a recess of the Legisiature, if the 


Legisiature, either before or after it 
occurred and to the date of the 
ye had an opportunity 
to fll it 


“The fundamenta! principles thus es- 

tablished is that if the Legislature, 
either before or after the happening of 
a vacancy, has had an opportunity to 
fli it, then there is no power in the 
State executive to appoint. The result 
is fatal to the claims of Mr. Quay. Ne 
danger or evil has resulted to the gov- 
pat ae from tne enforcement of this 
priticipie. We therefore submit that 
the Senate, for ite own honor and dig- 
nity, should stand by its previous sol- 
emn and deliberate decisions.” 

The minority report takes the op- 
posite view. Quoting section 3, article 
1 of the Constitution, the minority 
members say the failure of the Gov- 
ernor to call the Legislature together 
to elect a Fenator does not act to de- 
prive the Governor of the power of ap- 
pointment. Referring to the Constitu- 
tional provision, the question is asked: 

“Does the language of the Constitution 
of the United States mean just what 
the Constitution of the commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania says, ‘in case of a 
vacancy in the office of United States 
Senator, in a recess between sessions,’ 
or does it mean that vacancy must be 
one which comes by chance, so that it 
at all to the case of a

“Becond—We can conceive no rea- 
son for making a distinction between 
cases of vacancy occurring in one way 
or at one time, and vacancies occurring 
in any other way or at any other time. 
The office of Senator may be at any 
time of infinite importance to the in- 
terersts of a State. Upon a single vote 
may often depend and sometimes has 
depended the fate of measures which 
would bring prosperity or misery into 
every workshop and almost every fam- 
ily in Pennsylvania. We do not believe 
that when the Constitution was en- 
acted it would have occurred to any- 
body that if a Senator died within a 
few days of the adjournment of the 
Legisiature, or at a time when_ there 
were three parties in the Legis 
who would not agree, or at a time when 
the two houses, who formerly made 
an election by concurrent vote, were of 
ways of thinking in politics so different 
that they could not be reconciled, that 
the State must remain unrepresented 
until a new. Legislature should be 
chosen. Théy meant, as we believe, 
that for the interest of the State and 
the interest of the whole country, the 
Senate should always be full. so far 
as they could devise a constitutional 
— to actomplish that pur- 


e minority says further that “the 
language of the very clause in ques- 
tion cannot be construed as the op- 
ponents of Mr. Quay construe it, or tn 
any other way than the undersigned 
construe it, without destroying its own 
purpose. If there be no power in the 
executive of Pennsylvania to appoint 
a successor to Mr. Quay under this’ 
clause of the Constitution, there is no 
power In the Legislature to choose such 
successor until the end of the term, 
and in every case where a Senator 
dies or resigns, where the Legislature 
is not in session, or where, after such 
death or resignation, the Legislature 
has been and is adjourned without 
choice, or wherever at the beginning of 
a term the vacancy remains unfilled, it 
must remain unfilled until the end of 
the six years, according to the logic 
of the majority of the committee.” 

On another point the minority says: 
“It is said that if the Legislature has 
been in session after a vacancy and 
has failed to fill it, the State is in 
fault; that the Legislature has neg- 
lected ite duty, and so it is not unjust 
that the State should suffer. There are 
two answers to this language. First, 
that it is for the interest of the whole 
people that every State should be fully 
represented: and, second, that there is 
no fault to be imputed to the Legisla- 
ture of a State or to the people where 
a mafority vote is required, if there te 
a failure to elect. Will anybody claim 
that the case of a failure to elect a 
President for want of a constitutional 
majority, a case provided for by 
conferring, a power upon the House of 
Representatives voting by States, is 
acase of fault or negligence on the 
part of the rneople?” 

The minority then gives considerable 
attention to the various cases, and 
concludes as follows: 

“The case of Allen of Washington 
was decided with the Lee Mantle care. 
and without argument, a decision to 
which Mr. Beckwith of Wyoming sub- 
mitted without further contest. At 
that time there was an earnest divis- 
ion In the Senate on an important 
question relating to the currency, 
which created for the time being more 
earnest . differences of opinion than 
those existing between the two great 
political parties on other questions. It 
was a time not favorable to a dispas- 
sionate. nonpartisan fudgment. We 
prefer the authority of the New Hamp- 
shire case which was acted on. also in 
the case of Mr. Pa of Florida, and 
we think that a decision which must 
inevitably deprive States in the Union 
for long periods of time of their right- 
ful representation under the Constitu- 
tion will not be permitted long to 
stand. and that no settlement of the 
question in derogation of the rights of 
the States and, as we conceive, In vio-

| Congressman Waters and other mem- 


bers of the California delegation have 
been so numerous and varied, it has 
been decided by these gentiemen to join 
forces for the passage of a bill recom- 
mended by the Nurserymen'’s Associa- 
England. This bill has 
been introduced by Senator Perkins in 
the Senate and fully protects the fruit 
interests of California. . 

It provides that whenever it shall ap- 
pear to the Secretary of Agriculture 
that any nursery stock in an in- 
fected district outside the United 
is being or is about to be 
imported into the United States, 
and such nursery stock or  va- 
riety of fruit is infected by any se- 
riously injurious insect or disease. 
which is liable to become established 
in the United States and seriously af- 
fect the nursery stock or fruit he shal! 
have authority to quarantine against 
such importations and prevent same 
until such time as it may appear to 
him that any such insect or disease 
shall Become exterminated. This bil! 
earries an appropriation for the ex- 
pense of enforcing its provisions, and 
has the indorsement of the Agricultural 
Department. 


UTAH POSTMASTERS. 


INVESTIGATION I8 RESUMED. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The inves- 
tigation directed by the House con- 
ecrning charges that certain Federal 
appointees in Utah were polygamiste 
at the time of their appointment, was 
resumed today by the House Commit. 
tee on Postoffices and Postroads. Gen. 
Bristow, Fourth Assistant Postmaster. 
General, submitted a petition in the 
case of Orson Smith, postmaster at 
Logan, Utah, dated at Logan, Decem- 
ber 6, 1897, and directed to the Presi. 
dent. It etated that “Smith is not a 
fit person to hold this postoffice or 
any position under the government of 
the United States, because he is an ec- 
clesiastical of the Mormon church, 
holding high office in that church.”

H. A. Drury, chief of a eection in 
the Pocstoffice Department, handling 
matters relating.to Utah, stated that 
he had no recollection of the petition 
and knew nothing of the polygamous 
charges until attention had recentiy 
been directed to them. He gave the 
magnitude of the letters received as 
about 17,000 daily, and said it was a 
physical impossibility to read every 
paper throughout, although the literal 
instructions were that it should be 
done. The petition was not called to 
the attention of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral or tRe President. 

In answer to a question as to 
whether any political prejudice could 
have entered into the handling of the 
papers, Mr. Drury stated that this 
could not be true, as he was a Demo- 
crat. 

After discussing the ecope of the in- 
vestigation, the committee decided to 
have Chairman Loud ascertain whether 
certain indictments had been found 
against the appointees said to be p>lyg- 
amists on the ground of their polyg- 
amy. This will take some time,. and 
the inquiry will be resumed at the call 
of the chairman. 


“OPEN DOOR” ASSURED. 
TWO NATIONS TO HEAR FROM. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The suc- 
cess of the’ negotiations instituted by 
Secretary Hay of the State Department 
with a view to insuring the “open 
door” for American trade in China, 
may now be regarded as assured. The 
last phase of the negotiations was the 
reduction of the arrangements, reached 
informally, to the shape of what are 
known as definite notes. This work 
has been going on for some weeks, 
with the result that every: one of the 
powers that participated in the nego- 
tiations has returned to the State De- 
partment this written agreement with 
the exception of Japan and Italy. 

There is not the slightest doubt in 
these cases, for Japan was one of the 
first of the nations approached by the 
United States to welcome our over- 
turs, while it voluntarily entered into 
the negotiation without waiting for 
advances from the United States. The 
nonreceipt of their formal undertak- 
ings is believed to be due to a delay 
in the matis, for intimations have been 
gven to the effect that they have al- 
ready been dispatched.

— PRE EXACT CONDITIONS. 
HAS BEEN A HARD WORKER. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Informa- 
tion received at the White House and 
at the Interior Department does not 
sustain the stories printed from time t» 
time in the yellow journals throughout 
the country in regard to the prospec- 
tive retirement from the Interior De- 
partment of the Assistan Secretary, 
Webster Davis, who is now in South 
Africa. Sensational journals have en- 
deavored to make it appear that Mr. 
Davis's trip to the seat of war betwecn 
the Boers and Great Britain was the 
forerunner of his retirement to priva‘te 
life. It has been asserted that Presi- 
dent McKinley was dissatisfied with 
his administration of his office as As- 
sistant Secretary, particularly his ru!- 
ings with relation to the allowance of 
pension claims. These stories have 
been embellished with glittering state- 
ments to the effect that there was fric- 
tion between the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions and Mr. Davis, and the Secretary 
and his assistant. The friction, it wes 
asserted, grew out of the repeated re- 
versals of the decisions of the Pension 
Office by the Assistant Secretary, anc. 
an equal number of reversals of his de- 
cisions by the Secretary of the Interior. 
This condition of affairs, it was con- 
tended, had culminated in an almost 
open breach between the Secretary of 
the Interior and Mr. Davis, and that 
the President, sustaining his Cabinet 
officer, had extended to the Assistant 
Secretary an indefinite leave of ab- 
sence, at the conclusion of which Mr.
